We  have  audited  the  accompanying  general  purpose 
financial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Northfield  and 
the  combining  and  individual  fund  financial 
statements  of  the  Town  of  Northfield  as  of  and  for 
the  year  ended  December  31,  1989,  as  listed  in  the 
table  of  contents.

We  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express 
our  gratitude  to  the  Staff  at  the  Town  Hall,  the 
Department  Heads  and  all  Town  Employees.  We  also 
want  to  especially  thank  the  Chairpersons  and  all 
of  the  members  of  the  various  Committees  and  Boards 
who  serve  the  Town  so  well  without  pay.  Public 
Service  is  a  rewarding  endeavor.  We  understand 
that  we  annot  please  all  the  townspeople  but  know 
that  our  decisions  are  made  with  the  best  interest 
of  the  majority  at  heart. 

To  highlight  some  of  the  projects  completed  this 
year:  the  hydrostudy  for  the  dump  closure  was 
completed  and  we  are  awaiting  a  decision  from  the 
State  Department  of  Environmental  Services  for 
approval  of  our  closure  plans.  We  are  continuing 
to  make  progress  on  updating  the  town  tax  maps. 
The  first  phase  of  the  Vine  Street  Drainage 
construction  was  completed.  The  following 
improvements  were  made  to  town  buildings:  a  new 
gas  heating  system  was  installed  at  the  Police 
Station,  a  new  roof  placed  on  the  Union  Church  and 
the  Island  Bridge  was  repaired  -  a  joint  effort 
between  Tilton  and  Northfield.  Phase  I  of  the 
Master  Plan  has  been  completed  as  well  as  the 
Capital  Improvements  Program  and  Transportation 
Improvements  Program.  The  Selectmen  reached 
agreement  on  the  Cable  TV  Franchise  with  Community 
TV.  The  remaining  29  miles  of  Town  should  be 
cabled  by  Memorial  Day  1991.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  ROAD  AGENT 

1990  began  with  below  normal  temperatures  causing 
numerous  frozen  culvert  problems.  Then  it  went  to 
above  normal  temperatures  in  the  Spring,  causing 
two  mud  seasons.  The  one  in  February  and  one  in 
April  caused  extensive  mud  problems  on  Town  dirt 
roads.  At  Town  meeting  the  voters  voted  to 
purchase  a  new  backhoe  which  has  been  very  helpful 
in  the  maintenance  of  the  Town's  drainage  systems, 
ditch  maintenance  and  Winter  maintenance.  It  is 
also  used  at  the  Recycling  area.  Summer  brought 
above  average  rain  fall  which  caused  severe  ditch 
line  washouts  in  places  like  Zion  Hill  Rd,  Stevens 
Road,  Oak  Hill  Road.  Due  to  this  the  Town  applied 
for  Federal  Disaster  Funds  and  received  $17,000. 

Other  projects  completed  in  1990  were  the 
rebuilding  and  recycling  of  part  of  Shaker  Road 
(State  &  Town  funds).  The  recycling  and  rebuilding 
of  3000  feet  of  Bay  Hill  Road  and  3200  feet  of 
Hodgdon  Road  and  the  paving  of  2000  feet  of  Zion 
Hill  Road.  Other  projects  were  the  widening  and 
graveling  of  Bay  Hill  Ext.,  seal  coating  of  part  of 
Oak  Hill  Road,  Silver  Lane  and  part  of  Knowles  Pond 
Road.  The  paving  of  1500  feet  of  sidewalk  on  Park 
Street,  from  Union  School  to  the  bridge.  The  first 
phase  of  the  drainage  problem  on  Vine  Street  was 
also  completed. 

Work  planned  for  1991  are  as  follows:  Recycle  and 
rebuild  part  of  Zion  Hill  Road  (from  Peverly  Rd  to 
Old  Forrest  Rd).  Widening  and  reconstruction  of 
part  of  Stevens  Road.  Seal  coating  and  shimming 
the  Town's  part  of  Shaker  Road.  Paving  of  Bay  Hill 
Ext.  Work  will  also  begin  on  the  widening  and 
reconstruction  of  Summer  Street  project  with  State 
and  Town  funds.  This  project  will  be  done  over  a 
two  year  period. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  Town's  people  for  their 
patience  during  construction.

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WELFARE  ADMINISTRATOR'S  REPORT 

The  1990  Budget  for  general  assistance  was  $38,700. 
We  issued  vouchers  to  eligible  recipients  in  the 
amount  of  $67,808  or  77%  over  budget.  As  the 
economy  declines  and  layoffs  increase..  more 
residents  are  applying  for  general  assistance.  In 
many  cases,  those  who  are  determined  to  be  "in 
need"  according  to  the  Town  Guidelines,  are 
ineligible  for  other  benefits  such  as  unemployment 
compensation,  social  security  or  state  welfare 
programs.  The  Town  is  legally  obligated  to  assist 
these  applicants.  Another  reason  for  the  increase 
is  due  to  State  and  Federal  budget  cuts  -  those  who 
are  eligible  for  other  programs  are  waiting  longer 
to  receive  aid.  It  is  not  unusual  for  a  household 
to  wait  45  days  to  receive  foodstamps  and  up  to  60 
days  to  receive  a  state  welfare  check.  The  Town  is 
legally  obligated  to  assist  during  waiting  periods. 
Often  the  amount  received  barely  covers  or  doesn't 
cover  the  recipient's  basic  needs  forcing  the  Town 
to  assist  on  a  long  term  basis.  These  major 
factors  are  contributing  to  the  increase  in  the 
Town's  welfare  expenditures.  Currently  we  assist 
20  households  per  month.

1990  completed  our  first  full  year  of  operations 
with  positive  results.

The  Youth  Assistance  Program  of  Northfield, 
Sanbornton  and  Tilton  is  a  Court  Diversion  Program 
for  juveniles  who  are  first  time  offenders  and 
Prevention  Program  for  youths  up  to  the  age  of 
eighteen . 

This  year  the  Youth  Assistance  Program  actively 
pursued  alternative  funding  to  offset  the  tax 
burden  to  our  townspeople.  We  have  received  a 
stipend  from  the  Belknap  County  Incentive  Fund  for 
1991  and  have  applied  for  help  from  Merrimack 
County  as  well.
